At the present time it is a trifle ex­ 
pensive as it is estimated that one kilogram of radium bromide is worth 
$80,000,000.

In order to giv© an idea of the enorm ous am ount of material requir­ 
’d to produce even such a minute quantity as a milligram of 
radium 
salts, it may be said th at whole wagonloads of divers ores have been sub­ 
mitted to a lengthy treatm ent in o rd er to extract from them some milli­ 
gram fragm ent. 
By discontinuing the various operations at a certain 
stage the activity of Urn* radium salt can be varied at will according to 
the special purpose it is intended for.

To spread manure on the surface is 
to apply liquid manure, for the first 
rain win wash out the substance and 
drench the land. 
Then you have the 
coat for protection. 
This is a guard 
against the sun or the severity of frost 
on grass lands. 
in the soil manure w ill only fertilize 
w hat it conies in contact with, and that 
is a small part of th** land, as it cannot 
be as equally distributed as the liquid 
manure, for the juice of the surface 
covering does it. 
Then the soil 
is 
soaked as far as the liquid extends 
every particle of it. 
The smallest root 
cann.a penetrate without 
constantly 
coming in contact w ith the strength of 
the manure. 
This is the ease w ith grass 
roots, 
hence tile rem arkable growth. 
So if a 
piece of grass land has manure spread 
on it in the fall aud is plowed in the 
spring tiiere is always an 
increased 
grow til on it. showing a very convinc­ 
ing result in favor of this method of 
m anuring the soil. 
But if the land is 
plowed before the manure is put on 
and then cultivated in the spring, the 
results w ill be still more convincing 
that surface m anuring is the best. 
The manure should be applied evenly 
and worked down w ith a line tooth 
harrow so as to bring it in close con­ 
tact w ith the ground. 
Then the soil 
w ill hold the strength— the gases 
ae. 
they arc made— and the manure ap­ 
plied w ill be a part of the soil, never 
lost unless on land that is subject to 
washing. 
It 
Hie best way to apply manure 
whether long or short— the short, or 
rotten, 
is the 
best, 
but the longest 
straw m anure w ill do and it will pro­ 
tect lh® surface both w inter and sum­ 
mer. 
Even straw alone has an effect 
on land that is surprising to those who 
have never tried it and in some places 
it is always applied to wheat fields in 
the fall. 
L et us save all the manure manu­ 
factured on the farms and apply it as 
soon as possible; the sooner it gets on 
the soil the better, as its strength and 
protection w ill at once benefit the land 
instead of the strength going off. as it 
does in the barn and in the manure 
heap, as we find it on a great many 
farms. 
It Is an excellent plan to cart it on 
the meadows and fields as soon as tho 
fall manure begins to be made and 
spread at once close 
and fine 
and 
equally on all places and continue this 
during the winter. 
Be sure to cover 
all and spread evenly as you go, and 
if it is possible have a manure spread­ 
er. 
Here in N ew York state the ma­ 
nure spreader 
can only be used at 
times during the w inter when the snow 
is not deep, and we prefer to spread on 
the snow at times when we can’t use 
the spreader to a good advantage in­ 
stead of allowing a large heap to ac­ 
cum ulate around the buildings. 
lf you have a field plowed in the fall 
nothing is better if the soil needs it 
than to Spread directly on the surface. 
In the spring you w ill find a sight that 
w ill do you good to look at. 
Instead of being frozen in heaps the 
manure w ill thaw out and the ground 
beneath it w ill be dark, soft, mellow 
and rich, and you w ill have something 
to fe e l the future crop that will be 
available for plant food at once. 
Y'our 
clover and grass seed w ill be sure to 
eaten and w ill be a success for years. 
This is not alone because the manure 
was applied, but because it was applied 
properly. 
The one great error of farm ing is 
the careless and indifferent handling 
of manure. 
The usual way of throw­ 
ing it in lumps and chunks is of little 
benefit to the land for the first year. 
The air and land get the strength in 
spots, while most of the land is with­ 
out it. 


IN THE SHEEP FOLD 


But don’t neglect 
the old 
sheep. 
Feed thorn at the right time and in the 
right place. 
Let s not leave all the experimenting 
to the big men at the station. 
E \ery 
farm should have an experiment sta­ 
tion. 
The hog has the credit of being the 
farm mortgage raiser. 
But sheep will 
do it just as surely if they are given a 
chance. 
It is a good plan to have a little yard 
w ith a trough made on purpose for t e 
lambs just outside the lot where the 
sheep are kept. 
Give the boys a lamb or two to care 
for as their own. 
All the rest will 
share w ith those you place under the 
keeping cl the boys. 
You cannot expect the lambs to get 
much good of the grain you feed I 
you do not shut the old sheep away 
while thee are eating. 
A little gate in the fence between 
w ill let the lambs through at feeding 
time and keep the sheep back from 
stealing the grain you give the lambs. 
Get the ewes that are soon to bear 
lambs into a stall by themselves, le u 
may lot se a lot of nice lambs if you 
do not, and lambs arc worth money 
this year. 
Careful experiments show that von 
can get more flesh for the amount of 
grain fed from a sheep than from any 
other farm anim al. 
It is worth trying 
right en our own farms.
